FOOD FOR ALL 


This 


weekend, Canadians 


will be celebrating 


Thanksgiving. Families will gather together around 
groaning tables to enjoy the harvest from our productive 


land. 


But people in other countries of the world will not be 


so lucky 


Nearly 500 million people living in the world today are 
seriously malnourished -- one out of every eight. Many 
millions die, not from starvation alone, but from the 
illnesses that prey on the underfed. In poor countries, 
one child in four does not live to celebrate a fifth 


birthday 


But what can! do, you might ask? Aren’t there national 
and international organizations whose job it is to help 


improve this situation? 


Yes, there are. But with increasing domestic problems 
in Canada and the other industrialized countries, these 
Organizations are not getting all the support -- 
financially or morally -- that they need. 


October 16 has been declared World Food Day. The 
Food and Agriculture Organization of the United 
Nations (founded in Quebec City on October 16, 36 
years ago) has asked people around the world to observe 
World Food Day by becoming more aware of the 
problem of hunger and the need to increase efforts to

The Association for Early 
Childhood Education, Ontario, 
has declared October 17 to 24 as 
the second annual Province- 
wide Week of the Child.

Robert Bates, director of the 
child abuse and neglect program 


A very special thanks to the Children. 


We're into another season -- another year of school, 
fashions, automobiles, football, and news. Those of us in 
the news business will again have to deal with the com- 
plaints of people who want more so-called "good” news, 
and once again we'll find ourselves defending the daily 
outpouring of doom and gloom. The best defense, I think, 
is to point out that news has always been bad. I came 
across a copy of the Montreal Star for March the 24th, 
eighteen eighty-five, in an antique store in Wellington, 
Ontario, this summer, and believe me, nothing has 
changed. The paper is full of the war in the Soudan, the 
Afghan Frontier dispute, the Riel rebellion, insolvency 
notices, laxative ads, the antics of politicians, get-rich- 
quick schemes and trivia. Two schoolboys, aged 14 and 15, 
fought a duel with foils, in Paris, and severely wounded 
each other, one in the side, one in the thigh. In Quebec 
City, a 90 year old man, on his death bed, was finished off 
by rats. In Toronto, a cigar store owner was fined 25 
dollars and costs for pointing a revolver at a license in- 
spector who was looking for bootleg whiskey. In Ottawa, 
Sir Richard Cartwright roasted the Prime Minister, Sir 
John A. MacDonald, for the appearance of a rather 
flattering biography by a Mr. J. (for John) E. Collins. "In 
conclusion,” said Sir Richard, "it was in accordance with 
the eternal fitness of things that a man who had, in his life, 
done Justice to so many John Collinses, should at least 
have justice done him by a John Collins.” If you missed the 
allusion to Sir John’s drinking, the house didn’t and 
neither did Sir John, who according to the Star, was 
"immensely tickled.” Nothing changes, and I rest my case.

CAUSE UNKNOWN 


he cause of RS is unknown,

It is estimated that the 
conditions favourable for 
contracting Reye’s can occur 30 
to 40 times in the life of a child

SYMPTOMS 


Typically, RS develops in a 
previously healthy child 
following a viral illness such as 
the flu or chicken pox, the 
effects of which last from a few 
days to one week. (In some rare 
instances, Reye’s Syndrome is 
not preceded by a virus 
infection, but starts abruptly). 


There is a brief period of 
recovery which may last from a 
few hours to several days. 


During this time, the child is not 
unusually sick but not 
completely well either. 


At this stage, the child may 
begin to vomit relentlessly. 
Violent, relentless vomiting is 
almost always the first serius sign 
of Reye's Syndrome. Hands and 
feet may be cold and clammy. 
Temperature may be normal or 
even subnormal. The pupils may 
be dilated. 


The child will have varying 
degrees of personality change, 
unusual behaviour, irritability, 
headache, sleepiness and 
restlessness. 


Typically, within 24-28 hours, 
varying degrees of coma (altered 
state of consciousness) ensue -- 
from extreme sleepiness and 
disorientation, hostility or 
screaming, to complete inability 
to be aroused and possibly 
seizures. 


The symptoms of RS progress 
like a prairie fire. 


DO NOT PANIC EVERY TIME 
YOUR CHILD VOMITS 


Any time your child begins 
vomiting just when it seems he is 
getting over another illness, 
bright red flags should go up in 
your mind. This is the primary 
signal for RS and it is not a 
normal course for viral illnesses. 


You need not and must not 
panic any time or every time 
your child vomits. You should 
become concerned only when it 
fits the above pattern or if your 
child vomits relentlessly or 
longer than 6 hours, especially if 
there is any change in alertness. 


Do not give any child who is 
vomiting any anti-nauseau 
medications to stop vomiting. 


Even if one or more of the 
described symptoms do occur in 
your child, the odds are that it is 
not RS. It strikes a very small 
percentage of the millions of 
children who get flu, chicken 
pox or other viral illness. Call 
your doctor and tell him you are 
concerned about RS symptoms, 
or take your child to your 
hospital emergency.

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SYMPTOMS IN INFANTS 


Very few children under we 
years of age can accurately 
describe how they feel. So it Is 
important to watch carefully for 
early symptoms of RS in in aor 
who are recovering from a vita 
condition. Vomiting may be the 
first sign, but quite often infants 
under 12 months do not vor 
and may have diarrhea. The baby 
may be very ‘cranky’. 


When a baby has any viral 
illness, even the sniffles, watch 
for crankiness at a time when he 
seems to be getting over the 
virus. 


NO KNOWN CURE 


There is no known cure for RS. 
Treatment requires hospital- 
ization and intensive care -- 
which may include replacing 
body fluids, aiding respiration, 
minimizing convulsions and 
relieving the swelling of brain 
tissue. The outcome of individual 
cases is usually related to the 
degree of brain swelling. If 
sufficient time can be gained 
with supportive treatment, the 
child has a better chance of 
recovery. The sooner the brain 
swelling can be reduced or 
controlled, the more likely is 
survival. Most survivors recover 
completely, but some have 
suffered from minor to severe 
disability due to brain damage. 


NOT CONTAGIOUS 


RS is not contagious. It follows 
a viral infection and, of course, 
viral infections are contagious. 
Even when all the children in a 
family are ill with the same virus, 
only one (if any) may get RS.

The pamphlet was published 
by the National Reye’s 
Syndrome Foundation, 8293 
Homestead Road, Benzonia, 
Michigan 49616. The Foundation 
is a tax exempt organization. It 
costs $25 a year for a family 
membership, $15 for a 
benefactor membership. 


The foundation encourages 
involvement of government in 
supporting RS research, 
sponsoring programs to educate 
physicians in high-incidence 
areas, to raise funds for research 
into cause, prevention and 
treatment of Reye’s Syndrome. 


In its pamphlet, the 
foundation has this to say:‘It is 
very strongly felt that this 
relatively new disease, that 
causes brain swelling in children 
with better than 50% dying or 
being left with residual damage, 
has to be conquered’. 


There is also a Foundation in 
Canada. The address is Reye's 
Syndrome Foundation of

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For anyone interested in gulls 
this has certainly been an 
excellant year in which to find 
them. Unfortunately, a large 
number of those observed this 
past summer turned out to be 
either dead or dying birds. 


Back as early as June there 
were reports coming to my 
attention from Kingston to 
Trenton of gulls being found 
dead in alarming numbers or 
behaving abnormally. In 
Trenton, gulls by the dozens 
were standing on busy 
downtown streets and allowing 
themselves to be run over by 
traffic. 


In other areas, farmers 
reported unusually large 
numbers of gulls following 
tillage equipment. Near 
Sandbanks Park early this 
summer, an estimated 5,000 gulls 
gave one freshly tilled field the 
appearance of an overnight 
snowfall. The spectacle attracted 
many camera buffs and curious 
passersby. 


This was probably the same 
population of gulls we noticed 
on occasion during the same 
time period near the Wellington 
end of the Sandbanks beach. 


Because of the large numbers 
of dead or dying gulls, accusing 
fingers immediately pointed 
toward toxic substances in the 
environment being ingested by 
the birds. But according to Ron 
Baldwin at the Ministry of 
Natural Resources in Napanee, 
there was no indication that this 
was the case. The reason for the 
unusual behavior, he said, was a 
combination of a bumper crop 
of gulls this year and very little 
food to feed the high 
population. 


The food shortage was largely 
due to an unusually low die-off 
of alewife on which the birds 
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feed as the dead fish float into 
shore. The annual die-off of 
alwife which is temperature and 
weather induced, for some 
reason did not occur this year 
Normally during summer the 
shores will be piled high with 
carpets of dead alewife; this 
summer their numbers could 
almost be counted onthe fingers 
of one hand. 


The food shortage on the 
water and along the shorelines 
forced the gulls to move inland 
to search for other supplies. This 
often found the gulls in fields, on 
streets, and in the case of 
Trenton, on the runways at the 
Canadian Forces Base. Hardest 
hit were the young of the year, 
said Mr. Baldwin, which could 
not compete with the larger, 
much stronger adult gulls, and 
often would starve to death or 
become too weak to fly out of 
the way of moving traffic. 


In many freshly ploughed 
fields, gulls were observed 
snatching up live mice and 
gulping them down. Of course, 
gulls are primarily scavengers, 
and even the lack of open 
garbage dumps in today’s neat 
society would have some impact 
on the gulls’ ability to glean a 
meal. 


Their plight was particularly 
evident this summer as we 
conducted our beached bird 
survey along the _ five-mile 
stretch of Sandbanks Park, a 
study which monitors all bird 
mortality along the Great Lakes 
shorelines. In addition to a 
higher than usual find of dead 
gulls, all dead birds we found, 
dead gulls no exception, had 
been reduced to little more than 
skeletons, often only the 
unpalatable wings being the 
only thing left to serve as a clue 
as to the identity of the corpse.

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The saw-whet capital 


by Terry Sprague 

At first glance, the area 
doesn’t seem to have much 
appeal for anyone. The road is 
long and winding and grows 
Progressively worse the further 
you go. The length of time to get 
there from anywhere seems 
interminable.....and when you 
finally do arrive, the road 
terminates. The long trek takes 
you through a variety of scenery, 
Most of it somehow managing to 
cling to the thin Farmington soil. 
At one point in the drive, you 
Pass a farm which has been 


appropriately named, POVERTY 
ACRES. 


Why, then, are people arriving 
in droves, often from as far away 
as western Canada, United 
States, the Maritimes and parts 
of Europe? 


The area appeals to birds, and 
watchers of birds. Birders go 
where there are birds, and birds 
are here. 


Here, is Prince Edward Point, 
the south-eastern most tip of 
Prince Edward County, and for 
the past two decades this 
diminutive tip of land, formerly 
attracting only picnikers, hardy 
cottagers and commercial 
fishermen, has been hopping, 


and it’s mainly because of the 
birds. 


The potential of the area as a 
focal point for bird migration 
was discovered somewhat by 
accident in the early 1960's. 
Since all points of land in the 
Great Lakes appeal to birds toa 
certain degree as _ refueling 
stations during spring and fall 
migration, a group ’of naturalists 
from Kingston decided to 
investigate this point. The point 
that day was teaming with 
birdlife and subsequent visits by 
the Kingston Field Naturalists 
brought even more encouraging 
results. 


The KFN began exhaustive 
studies at Prince Edward Point, 
and in 1975, the Prince Edward 
Point Observatory was founded. 
It continues to be one of three 
such observatories on the 
Canadian side of the Great 
Lakes, and in the last six years 
more than 75,000 birds have 
been banded at the point in a 
continuing effort to understand 
the mysteries of bird migration. 


In the late 1970's a number of 
acresat Prince Edward Point 
were purchased by the Canadian 
Wildlife Service in recognition 
of its importance as a bird 
migration point, rivaled only in 
Ontario by Point Pelee. Now 
known as the Prince Edward 
Point Bird National Wildlife 
Area, the point attracts 
hundreds of naturalists every 
spring and fall to view the 
migration, or take part in the 
studies conducted there. During 
the peak of the spring migration, 
in mid-May, more than 100 
species of birds may be observed 
in a 24-hour period. Approx- 
imately 300 species of birds have 
turned up at Prince Edward Point 
since record keeping began 


While banding is looked upon 
with distaste by uninformed 
individuals, Dr. Ronald Weir of 
Kingston says that banding has 
allowed the Kingston club to 
gain considerable insight into 
bird migration at the Point. ‘For 
one thing, he said in a 
telephone interview last week, 
‘we found that migration at the 
Point is almost continuous. It 
used to be a common belief that 
the migration was over by the 
first of June and that was it until 
September when you dusted off 
the binoculars and started 
again.’ 


For some years it was 
suspected that Prince Edward 
Point might also be in the path of 
asaw-whet owl migration. These 
tiny owls are only six inches in 
length, and in 1975, after a few 
saw-whets were discovered in 
some nets in an experimental 
program, banding of the species 
got under way with 80 of the 
species receiving bands the first 
fall. Nightly banding between 
late September and early 
November commenced the 
following fall with 190 being 
banded. 1977 was the best year, 
said Dr. Weir with 552 
banded.....134 in one night! 303 
were banded the next year, 378 
in 1979 and over 400 last fall. 
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Banding of the tiny owls 
commenced again a week ago 
Friday with 46 taken the first 
night. ‘It was really crazy....that 
many so early in the season 
they were all over,’ commented 
Dr. Weir enthusiastically 


The owls, explained Dr. Weir 
are caught in mist nets, each 
about 50 feet in length and about 
seven feet in height. They are 
opened at dusk and regular 
checks are made on an hourly 
basis throughout the night by 
volunteers. The nets are 
numbered and the direction 
from which the owls entered is 
noted. Very little is actually 
known about saw-whet owl 
migration and Dr. Weir’s studies 
suggest the majority arrive at the 
Point via a land route, are swept 
downwind (eastwards) from the 
mainland and backtrack 
westwards when they reach the 
end of the peninsula. Water 
barriers affect the movement of 
diurnal migrants, he added, and 
they respond by following well- 
marked topographical features 
Also, he said, there has been a 
strong correlation of north-west 
winds and clear skies with high 
catches of owls 


As well as being banded and 
released, the owl is weighed 
wings measured and notes taken 
on the coloration of the wing 
feathers which serves to 
determine the age and sex of the 
bird. ‘There is absolutely no 
stress on the owls during any of 
this,’ he emphasized 


Prince Edward Point has the 
distinction of being one of very 
few areas in North America 
where detailed studies on saw- 
whet owl migration are carried 
out. Historically, Point Pelee 
banded saw-whets until the 
early 1960's, there is some 
banding on Toronto Island, 
Hawk Cliff and Long Point in 
Lake Erie, but none of these can 
compete with Prince Edward 
Point for its exhaustive studies, 
said Dr. Weir. Only in Duluth, 
Minnesota do their studies rival 
those at Prince Edward Point 


‘Prince Edward Point is most 
certainly the known saw-whet 
owl capital of Canada, 
concluded Dr. Weir

Meanwhile, the products are 
sitting on store shelves and can 
be sold to unsuspecting buyers. 


Some of the pesticides are in 
limited use in Canada, while 
others have been quite widely 
used to protect crops and 
animals from various pests. 


There are several questions 
Mr. Whelan or Madam Begin 
should answer at once. Why the 
60 days period of grace? And just 
how long will it take the Federal 
Ministry of Health and Welfare 
scientists to assess safety data in 
all the other poisons we're 
spreading around? 


‘Environmental factors’ (a 
euphemism for the poison 
sprayed on the food we eat and 
discharged into the air we 
breathe and the water we drink) 
are being implicated in more 
and more killing diseases.

Back in 1824, Sir John 
Colborne, Lieutenant Governor 
of Upper Canaca, granted a lease 
for 209.95 acres of land on the 
Tyendinaga Mohawk Reserve to 
Warham Noble. (The present 
community of Shannonville is 
situated on this acreage:) 


Mr. Noble got into financial 
difficulties, and the lease was 
regranted by the Lieutenant 
8overnor to one of Noble’s 
creditors...Turton Penn. The 
lease was to run for 999 years and 
the annual payment was set at 30 
barrels of flour. 


The validity of the lease has 
been in dispute for many years 
and, since 1972, the Mohawks 
have refused to accept the flour 
Payments. 


For the past year, Malcolm 
Montgomery, a Toronto lawyer 
who specializes in native law and 
administration, has been sifting 
through history to establish the 
validity ... or invalidity ... of the 
Turton Penn lease. 


Last Friday, he provided Chief 
Earl Hill and the members of the 
Tyendinaga Mohawk Band 
Council with a summation of his 
findings. 


“It is my considered opinion 
that the Turton Penn lease is not 
a valid and subsisting lease,’ he 
reported. ‘Therefore, under the 
circumstances all those assigned 
to the right granted in 1835 
under the terms of the Turton 
Penn lease, have no leases under 
which to shelter.’ 


When asked by the Scanner 
reporter what position the 
people in Shannonville are now 
in, he said, ‘Let’s put it simply. It 
puts them in difficulty.” 


to Mr. Mont- 
gomery, the lease is invalid 
because it ‘offended’ a 
regulation set forth in the Royal 
Proclamation of 1736 which 
required that, before land

There have been two public 
referendums in recent years on 
the Reserve, concerning 
surrender of part of the reserve 
property, but, both times, the 
proposal to surrender was 
turned down by the Mohawks 


Chief Earl Hill said Mr 
Montgomery's report ‘Just 
verified what we have 


suspected.’ 


As to where the residents of 
Shannonville now stand — or sit 
— the Royal Proclamation of 
1763 makes their position quite 
clear: ‘And we do further strictly 
enjoin and require all persons 
whatsoever who have either 
wilfully of inadvertently seated 
themselves upon any lands 
within countries above 
described, or upon any land 
which, not having been ceded to 
or purchased by us, are still 
reserved to the said Indians as 
aforesaid, forthwith to remove 
themselves from such settle- 
ments.’

Lonsdale’s new dam open 


by Terry Sprague 


One of the oldest conser- 
vation authorities in Ontario is 
able to boast an impressive track 
record, but according to its 
general manager, its concerns 
are far from over. 


The Napanee Region 
Conservation Authority was 
formed in 1947, and at that time 
had jurisdiction over the 
NapaneeRiver watershed. In 
1965, the Authority was enlarged 
to include the Salmon River 
watershed, the Selby (Sucker) 
Creek and Marysville water- 
sheds. It was during this time 
when the name was changed 
from the Napanee Valley 
Conservation Authority to its 
present name. The Authority 
now has jurisdiction over 750 
square miles (480,000 acres). 


Watershed management is the 
primary role of the Napanee 
Authority and is directly 
involved in the construction, 
operation and maintenance of a 
number of dams along the two 
major river systems. Its general 
manager John DuChene says 
that while the dams aid in 
providing the river systems with 
flood storage reservoirs, it is 
difficult to predict flooding 
caused by ice jams such as 
experienced along the Salmon 
River early this spring. 


The flood plain mapping, he 
says, is based on snow melt and 
rainfall, and the Authority works 
within the municipality to advise 
against construction along flood 
prone areas. 


‘But we cannot predict where 
ice jams will occur, which results 
in floods in areas where they 
normally would not occur. Flood 
plain mapping is not a precise 
science when dealing with ice.’ 


The flood this spring which 
caused property damage in the 
Kingsford area was caused from 
excessive bottom ice in the 
shallow river bed, he explains, 
followed by a record thaw in 
February resulting in all of the 
ice leaving at once, 


Dams on the Napanee River 
system includes the one at 
Springside Park in Napanee, the 
Varty Lake Dam, Bellrock Mill 
Dam at Depot Creek, 13 Island 
Lake Dam, Colebrook Dam and 
two dams at Second Depot Lake 
and Third Depot Lake. The latter 
two, says Mr. DuChene, are the 
main flood storage reservoirs for 
the Napanee River. In addition, 
there are seasonal weirs at 
Newburgh and Kingsford, 
designed to temporarily stabilize 
the water level for recreational 
Purposes. 


Dams on the Salmon River and 
its tributaries consist of the 
Arden Dams at Big Clear Lake, 
the Laraby Rapids Dam at Beaver 
Lake - the water level 
maintained in these dams for 
recreation - and one at Dead 
Creek which was constructed in 
conjunction with Ducks 
Unlimited. Another dam at 
Forest Mills is presently being 
considered to serve as an ice 
control structure. 


A new dam opened last month 
in Lonsdale is expected to 
alleviate ice-jamming problems 
in the Waddingham Valley, one 
mile downstream. The dam is 
named after James Lazier, the 
builder of the first mill and dam 
in the village, in 1825. The old 
timber and rock dam was 
washed out in 1976 which 
attributed to the recurring flood 
problems at the Waddingham’s 
Bridge, west of Lonsdale. _

Mr. DuChene says the new 
dam will not only help to solve 
the problem of floods but has 
returned the former mill pond to 
the village. Since the wash-out of 
the dam, the river bed all but 
dried up during the summer 
months, he says, and now the 
village will have a water supply 
for fire protection. 


‘We feel we have brought 
back some of the picturesque 
beauty of Lonsdale. Whenadam 
washes out like the one at 
Lonsdale, you've lost a piece of 
the past. Different residents 
have said itis good tosee the mill 
pond back.’ 


But at least one resident of 
Lonsdale is disappointed in the 
finished product. Lois Rollins 
whose house overlooks the new 
dam and weir says she doesn’t 
like the new design. 


‘This is not the Salmon River. It 
is too  anrtificial.....too man- 
made....it’s just another Zwick’s 
Island Park.’ 


the Salmon River at Lonsdale 
allowing it to flow over the north 
dam and the south weir. Lois 


Miss Rollins says since the 
Authority cleaned the river bed 
in the vicinity of the dam there 
has been no wildlife. ‘The fish 
are gone, so are the blue herons 
which used to come every day.’ 


Mr. DuChene says the 
construction was bound to 
disrupt the daily routine of 
wildlife, but is confident things 
will return to normal in a month 
or so. 


‘It looks somewhat like a 
prison yard,’ says Miss Rollins, 
referring to a chain link fence 
erected on the adjacent 
property across the river. At the 
construction site, the river has 
been divided into two channels, 
the north channel dam and the

L & A Library forgiveness week 


The Council of the County of 
Lennox and Addington has 
designated the week of October 


19-24 as Forgiveness Week at all 
branches of the Lennox and 
Addington County Library 
System. All members of the 
public may return all overdue 
library books and materials to 
any branch of the county library 
system without incurring any 
fines or service charges. Full 
library privileges will be re- 
instated for all library patrons 
returning library materials 
during ‘Foregiveness Week’, 


Branches of the county library 
system are located in napanee, 
Amherstview, Sandhurst, Bath, 
Stella, Odessa, Yarker, 
LEnterprise, Tamworth, Camden 
East, Newburgh; and books may 
be returned during regular 
opening hours. For extra 
convenience, 24-hour book 
deposit boxes are available at 
both the Ambherstview and 
Napanee libraries. 


Since 1974, the number of 
books not returned to county 
library branches has grown 
alarmingly. At present the total 
value of all books not returned 
to the county library system 
during these years is in excessd 
of $9,000. Considering the rate of 
inflatio over the past five years, it 
is estimated that the replace- 
ment value of these books 
would be well over $15,000. 


The problem of overdue 
books has, thus, become of 
some concern to the Lennox and 
Addington County Library 
Committee which is charged 
with the administration of public 
tax dollars raised to support free 
library service. 


The problem of overdue 
library materials is not unique to 
Lennox and Addington County 
Library. Library authorities 
across Canada and the United 
States have reported a dramatic 
increase in the non-return of 
public library materials 
throughout the decade of the 
seventies. Many libraries have 
begun to replace their 
traditionally lenient approach to 
delinquent borrowers with ‘get 
tough’ policies. 


As the economics of running a 
modern library service get 
tighter, there is strong evidence 
that libraries will become even 
firmer. 


Under the laws of Ontario, the 
retention of library materials 
beyond the contra cted loan 
period can be defined as theft of 
public property. Some libraries 
have already taken serious 
offenders to court where full 
replacement value plus court 
costs have been upheld in favour 
of the libraries. 


The majority of public libraries 
have yet to take such extreme 
action; however, the use of 
credit and collection agencies by 


public libraries is growin fast. 
These methods are proving 
more cost-effective than the 
replacement of lost books 
although time has yet to 
determine the ultimate impact 
of these methods on the 
tradition of goodwill which has 
existed between public libraries 
and their users. 


Another development - 
automation - is rapidly eading to 
the day when a library user’s 
record will follow him as he 
moves from one area to another. 
This record will determine 
whether library service will be 
provided to him in his new 
community.
